(fafm^sales-weight ),   8  percent  above  stocks  on  July  1  the  preceding  year  when 

they  were  3»^£>7  million  pounds,,     Larger  stocks  of  flue-cured  tobacco  accounted 

for  most  of  the  increase  in  total  headings*     During  the  quarter  only  Maryland, 

Pennsylvania  Seedleaf,    and  Puerto  Rican  types  of  tobacco  were  added  to  stocks 

in  any  appreciable  quantities  through   sales  with  marketings  totaling  around 

80  million  pounds. 

For  the  southern  types  of  tobacco,'   flue-cured  stocks  were  20  percent  greater 
than  on  July  1,    19^7$    fire-cured  holdings  increased  about  13  percent,   and 
Maryland  35  percent.     Holdings  of  dark  air-cured  tobacco  were  only  slightly 
larger  while  stocks  of  Burley  were  "below  a  year  ago.     For  the  cigar-leaf  types 
of  tobacco B    stocks  of  the  hinder  and  shade-grown  types  increased  slightly  a,s 
well  as  holdings  of  Pennsylvania  Seedleaf,,   "but   stocks  of  Puerto  Bican' filler '. 
were  down  around  10  percent  from  July  1  last  year.

CIGARETTE-LSAF  STOCKS 

Flue-cured  and  Maryland  Stocks  Larger, 

Burley  Stocks  Down  About~^T Percent  Compared  with  Last  July  1. 

Stocks  of  flue-cured  tobacco  were  1,55^  million  pounds  on  July  1,  19^»  as 
compared  with  holdings  of  1,287  million  a  year  earlier.  Because  of  a  decrease 
in  exports,  disappearance  (domestic  consumption  and  exports)  of  flue-cured 
tobacco  during  the  past  marketing  year,  July  1,  19^7-June  3^*  19^8„  declined  to 
1,05^  million  pounds  compared  with  approximately  1»213  million  for  the  previous 
marketing  year.  Exports  were  about  359  million  pounds  ( farm- sale s-w eight ) 
whereas  they  totaled  552  million  the  year  "before.  On  the  o,ther  hand,  domestic 
consumption  of  flue-cured  climbed  to  an  estimated  695  million  pounds  as  against 
66l  million  during  the  previous  12  months. 

Holdings  of  Burley  tobacco  were  down  k$   million  pounds  from  the  total  on  hand  a 
year  ago  as  dealers  and  manufacturers  owned  1,0^6  million  pounds  this  July  1. 

Around  19  million  pounds  of  the  19^7  crop  of  Maryland  tobacco  were  marketed  during 
the  second  quarter  out  of  an  estimated  production  of  J>S,k  million  pounds* 
Marketing  of  Maryland  tobacco  does  not  begin  until  during  the  second  quarter  of 
the  year  following  production.   Stocks  as  of  July  1,  19^8,  totaled  k"[02   million 

pounds an  increase  of  12.1  million  over  a  year  ago.  Holdings  were  about  %$ 

million  pounds  above  the  April  1,  19*+8,  figure, 

Foreign-grown  cigarette  and  smoking  tobacco  (Turkish  and  other),  Type  90,  totaled 
127  million  poxinds  or  approximately  the  same  as  of  April  1,  19^8.  Stocks  were 
about.  5  million  pounds  greater  than  those  held  the  previous  July  1. 

DARE  TOBACCO  STOCKS 

Fire-cured  Stocks  Increase  About  20  Million  Pounds  Compared 
with  July  1,  1947 „  Dark  Air-cured  Up  2.b  Million. 

Fire-cured  stocks  on  hand  as  of  July  1,  19^8,  totaled  181. 5  million  pounds  for  an 
increase  of  20.4-  million  compared  with  July  1,  19^7.  Most  of  the  increase  was  in 
Types  22  and  23,   Stocks  by  types  as  of  this  July  1  were;  Virginia  fire-cured  27*6 
million  pounds,  Eastern  District  fire-cured  107*7  million,  Western  District  *+5»9 
million,  and  Henderson  Stemming  0,3  million. 

Dark  air-cured  stocks  increased  only  2.6  million  pounds  above  holdings  on 
July  1,  19^7*  with  larger  holdings  of  Green  River,  Type  36,  making  up  all  of  the 
gain.  Stocks  of  the  dark  air-cured  types  totaled  SkaS   million  pounds  and  were 
divided  as  follows:  One  Sucker  *+6<,2  million  pounds,  Green  River  3^»5  million,  and 
Virginia  sun-cured  3.9  million.

CIGAR  LEAF  STOCKS 

Stocks  of  Most  Domestic  Cigar-Leaf  Types  Up  Somewhat 
Cuban  Loaf  Stocks  Down  7»6  Million  Pounds  From  a  Year  Ago 

Stocks  of  all  types  of  domestic  cigar-leaf  tobacco  including  Puerto  Rican  in  the 
hands  of  dealers  and  manufacturers  as  of  July  1,  19*+8»  totaled  375*^  million 
pounds  (farm- sales-weight),  about  5  million  above  the  figure  for  July  1  last 
year.  Holdings  of  each  of  the  major  cigar-leaf  types  were  up  somewhat  from  last 
July  1  with  the  exception  of  Northern  Wisconsin  which  was  the  same,  and 
Puerto  Rican  which  was  down  8.1  million  pounds.  Stocks  of  the  foreign-grown 
cigar-leaf  types  were  27.7  million  pounds  compared  with  35* S  million  as  of 
July  1,  19^7 o 

Cigar-filler  stocks  totaled  219*1  million  pounds,  on  July  1,  19*+8 ,  compared  with 
220.8  a  year  ago.   The  "bulk  of  the  19*+7  crop  of  Pennsylvania  Seedleaf  was 
marketed  during  the  quarter,  and  stocks  were  raised  to  119«9  million  pounds 
compared  with  only  86.0  on  April  1,  19^-8.  Pennsylvania  Seedleaf  tobacco  is 
normally  marketed  during  the  first  quarter.  Holdings  of  Type  hi   were  about  6.2 
million  pounds  above  the  July  1,  19*+7  level.  Much  of  the  19^7-^8  Puerto  Rican 
crop,  estimated  to  be  around  2*+e5  million  pounds,  entered  stocks  between  April  1 
and  July  1.   Stocks  of  Puerto  Rican  this  July  1  were  73*1  million  pounds  of  which 
3U.8  million  were  held  on  the  Island.  Ohio  filler  stocks,  Types  1+2-H1+,  were 
26  million  pounds  which  is  slightly  greater  than  a  year  agoe 

Binder  type  stocks  on  hand  on  July  1,  19^-8,  totaled  lUl 0 9  million  pounds  which 
excoeds  stocks  reported  a  year  ago  by  5<>6  million  pounds.  Holdings  of  the  binder 
types  were  divided  as  follows;  Connecticut  Broadleaf  33«&  million  pounds, 
Connecticut  Havana  Seed  21.7  million,  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  Seed  3.2  million, 
Southern  Wisconsin  l+202  million,  Northern  Wisconsin  1+1.1  million,  and 
Georgia-Florida  binder,  0.2  million. 

Stocks  of  shade-grown  wrapper  tobacco  amounted  to  lH>5  million  pounds,  as 
compared  with  13.^  million  last  July  1P  Connecticut  shade-grown  stocks  were 
10.7  million  pounds  and  Georgia-Florida  shade-grown  totaled  3»8  million.  Based 
on  these  stocks,  disappearance  of  Connecticut  Shade— grown  tobacco  during  the 
marketing  year,  July  1,  19*+7  -  June  30,  19^8,  amounted  to  8.*+  million  pounds 
compared  with  8.8  million  the  previous  marketing  year.  For  Georgia-Florida 
shade-grown,  disappearance  was  3*9  million  pounds,  about  the  same  as  for  the 
previous  year. 

Stocks  of  Cuban  tobacco  were  26.5  million  pounds  which  is  7*6   million  below 
July  1  last  year.  Sumatra  and  Java  stocks  were  0.6  million  pounds,  Philippine 
Islands  (Manila)  0.5  million  and  Other  foreign-grown  cigar-leaf  0.1  million.
